The story of tt campaign is told in a booklet en 
titled “Business Statesmanship and Its Responsibility for 
Free Enterprise and Education and, in Particular, to The 
M.LT The booklet sets forth briefly the various types 
of activities that come under this program, and it gives 
some interesting information, such as “that approxi 
mately half of M.LT. graduates eventually occupy man- 
agement positions” and “that more than 100 presidents of 
companies and institutions are alumni of the institute's 
course in business and engineering administration.’ It is 
interesting to note that the three oil men who are active 
on the committee soliciting business corporations all came 
into the oil industry as technically trained men, in fact, 
as Ph.D.’s and today all three are occupying top execu- 
tive positions 

There can be no question of the greatness of M_LT. and 
the value of its educational influence on men of business 
and of technology and the value of its great contribution 
to industry and to the country Sut as one reads this 
plan and as one's imagination is called upon to grasp the 
greatness of its effect on industry and on the country, one 


can't help but wonder if something of this sort couldn't 
be worked out for other than just the straight technical 


men in the oil industry. Our engineers and chemists and 
geologists in all of the different activities of the oil in- 
benefit as they have from the development 
f this M.LT. program and from the development of simi- 
lar programs in other technical schools But there is a 
anagement, particularly out in oil mar

The warm weather in the East was killing the distil 
Meanwhile, fuel oils were “tight” and 
prices were rising in Chicago, Oklahoma and other 
areas of the Mid-Continent 

In the East, cuts in distillate price were made by

Socony-Vacuum, Atlantic Refining and several other 
major marketers. The week was climaxed by a general 
0.2c to 0.6¢ reduction in Esso Standard’s kerosine, No 
2 fuel, Diesel and gas oil prices on Jan. 28, which 
the company blamed on the 25 
weather to date this season, 
On the other hand, Standard Oi! Co. (Indiana) 
advanced its prices for tank wagon deliveries in

Chicago 0.3c per gal. for light oils and 0.4c for heavy 
fuel, For minimum deliveries at Chicago, Standard’s 
new tank wagon prices are 14.8c for Standard heater 
oil, 13.8¢ for Standard furnace oil and 8,.45c¢ for Stano- 
lex Fue! C. The Indiana company also made advances 
ranging from 0.2 to 0.5c¢ in its prices for light fuel 
oils at inany other points in the Midwest, according 
to advices to NPN 

The East was a different picture entirely. A decline 
of 0.15¢ per gal. to 7.6¢ in the low-quoted New York 
Harbor barge price for No. 2 fuel touched off a series 
of “verbal discounts” and outright reductions along 
most of the Northern Seaboard 

Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., In¢ provided the first 
major decline this year in retail heating oil prices 
when it cut its postings 0.4c for No. 2 fuel, tank 
wagon, in New York City, Long Island and some 
points in Westchester County, effective Jan. 24. The 
company's new prices were 11.5¢ in Manhattan 
Kings and Queens Boroughs, 11.6c in the Bronx and 
11.2¢ in Richmond. Socony subsequently made further 
reductions (see p. 56) 

The same day, Atlantic Refining Co. reduced its 
tank wagon price for No, 2 fuel at Hartford, Conn 
0.3¢ per gal. to 11.5«

Toward the end of the week, several major suppliers 
at New York Harbor increased their wholesale heat- 
ing oil discounts to 0.4c on kerosine (net 9.1c, barges) 
and 0.7¢ on No. 2 fuel (net 7.8c, barges). 

On Jan. 28, Esso Standard reduced its tank wagon 
prices for No, 2 fuel 0.5c, and kerosine 0.4c per gal 
in the Greater New York area, Varying downward 
adjustments to consumers also were made elsewhere 
in Esso's Northeast marketing territory. 

Esso blamed warm weather for what it termed 
‘temporary oversupply and a general weakening of 
heating oils prices."” The company pointed out that 
‘based on degree days in New York City, this heating 
season has been 24 warmer than normal throug! 
Jan. 26 and the warmest in 49 years.” 

Esso's No. 2 fuel tank car prices were lowered 0.4: 
per gal. to 8.2c at Baltimore and Philadelphia and 
8.4c at Boston and Providence. Down 0.6c¢ per gal 
were its New York and New Haven prices, to 8c and 
8.1c, respectively. Diesel and gas oil prices generally 
were reduced in amounts corresponding to its cuts 
in No. 2 fuel 

The removal of “voluntary discounts’ which Esso 
had been allowing at New York and New England 
points took place coincidentally with its reductions 
in prices. Company's New York Harbor tank car 
postings were as follows: kerosine 9.2c, down 0.4¢
